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A LETTER FROM THE TREASURER 


October 31, 1982 
Dear Fellow Missourians: 

At the one-third mark of the fiscal year, general revenue receipts are only 
2.7 percent ahead of the first four months of the last fiscal year. 

One major reason for the lagging total so far is October’s $95 million general 
revenue total, 5.35 percent lower than October, 1981. 

I’m not particularly surprised by October’s poor showing, because there is 
little indication of substantial economic recovery yet. 

Continued poor revenues this fiscal year already have forced the governor to 
cut back on his overly optimistic budget. October figures simply reinforce the 
need for adequate cash reserves, and a contingency plan to get the state 
through future budget pinches. 

One major cause for October’s drop in revenues was the individual income 
tax total of only $34.6 million, down 7.6 percent from last October. 

October sales tax receipts were $37.1 million, up 4.6 percent from a year ago. 

Corporate income tax receipts for October were $8.7 million, up 8.5 percent 
over last October. 

In the “catch-all” category, all other October general revenues totaled $14.6 
million, down 25 percent from October, 1981. 

October is one of the three months of the year with the lowest revenue totals; 
we're looking with anticipation toward November, which historically almost 
doubles October revenue totals. A five percent drop in November totals from a 
year ago would have more adverse impact than the five percent drop in Octo- 
ber’s totals. 

At this point, we can hope that lower interest rates will spur consumer 
spending within the next few months to help ease the state’s chronic cash flow 
difficulties.
